Councilmember = Sarah 
Schaefer asked for clarity on 
policies vs. codes, and about 
how building heights in other 
“opportunity zones” around 
town would be affected by 
policies originating with the 
GAP. She said the council has 
received many email messag- 
es “the concern that all of a 
sudden we're going to have 
5-,6-, 7-story buildings in 
Westwood and Sunny Brae 
and Bayview, Sunset, etc.” 

Community Development 
Director David Loya said 
building heights and density 
in other areas of town would 
be decided later by the coun- 
cil and specified in the form- 
based codes adopted for 
those specific areas. 

“Those codes have not 
been developed yet,” Loya 
said. “It’s not appropriate 
to put larger buildings all 
over our city. That’s not how 
you see any cities built, and 
that’s certainly not what 
we're proposing.” 

Moving GAP policies into 
the GP2045 doesn’t mean 
they will apply everywhere, 
he added, but only in loca- 
tions the Planco and council 
consider appropriate. 

“People hear Gateway 
and they think it’s going to 
be exactly like the Gateway 
plan,” said Councimember 
Stacy Atkins-Salazar. “What 
I’m assuming is, it’s a gener- 
al policy and we will tailor it 
to that area in a thoughtful 
manner, with the communi- 

“I don’t think we should 
be afraid,” said Mayor Mer- 
edith Matthews, calling the 
GP2045 a “living document” 
that can be revised. 


Public comment on the 
plan, and wider adoption of 
Gateway polices ranged from 
concern to condemnation to 
high praise. Some suggested 
that results of GAP policies be 
tracked prior to adoption else- 
where. Others said any scaling 
back of the GP 2045 would de- 
lay addressing urgent environ- 
mental and housing issues. 

Councilmembers ex- 
pressed pride in, and appre- 
ciation for the policies in the 
mature GAP and GP2045. 
Loya credited his staff, con- 
sultants and extensive public 
meetings and involvement 
for the plans. With Coun- 
cilmembers Atkins Salazar 
and Alex Stillman recused 
due to conflicts of interest, 
the council reviewed the 
GAP element of the GP2045. 

Further discussions are 
planned on GAP features as 
the EIR is finalized. These in- 
clude inclusionary zoning and 
home ownership. The EIR 
will also address longstand- 
ing concerns about seismic 
safety, sea level rise and more 
in the Gateway area. 

Fred Weis of arcatal. 
com faulted the GAP for its 
“lack of innovation” and 
what he sees as a flawed, 
error-riddled process with 
incomplete information and 
inadequate consideration of 
major policies. 

Melodie Meyer, co-direc- 
tor of the Redwood Coalition 
for Climate and Environ- 
mental Responsibility (RC- 
CER) said the GAP addresses 
housing and homelessness, 
improves circulation and 
protects the environment. 
“After two years of the city 
working on this plan, it’s 
time to approve it,” she said.

2023 | No shortage of carry-over issues to keep county leaders busy in the new year 
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variety of bans and restrictions, including a 
new cap on total number of permits. 

The ever-colorful Supervisor Rex Bohn 
warned that if Measure A is approved, it will 
put farmers “in a mass grave.” 

With cannabis market conditions in low 
gear, Measure A seems to be a solution in 
search of a problem. 

In a Board of Supervisors presentation last 
October, county planners reported that up to 
that point the total number of cannabis per- 
mits approved for the year was 77, with only 
two of them being an acre or more, 

In 2021, 357 permits were approved, with 
27 being an acre or more. 

Total cultivation acreage dropped steeply, 
with about 124 acres worth approved in 2021 
and only about 24 acres as of October 2023. 

The lack of market improvement was re- 
flected in the county’s minimal reinstatement 
of its cannabis excise tax. 

Suspended for two years to give struggling 
farmers a break, supervisors decided to bring 
it back starting in 2024 but only at 10 percent 
of its original, pre-recession level. 

Costs up, income down 

The cannabis industry's economic im- 
portance was evident when supervisors ap- 
proached approval of a new budget last June. 

Reduced revenues combined with higher 
costs was a budget dilemma. 

A downturn in commercial sales of can- 
nabis and agricultural supplies led an overall 
drop in sales tax revenue. 

Measure Z public safety sales tax revenue 
is estimated at about $12 million for the cur- 
rent fiscal year, a drop of almost $2 million 
from the previous budget cycle. 

The budget troubles sparked division as 
the year ended. 

Glenn Zeimer, a Measure Z advisory com- 
mittee member and its former chair, accused 
county staffers of “professional malfeasance” 
for not taking up the committee’s spending 
recommendations. 

It was an accusation he reeled back, apolo-

gizing for making it during the public comment 
period of the next week’s supervisors meeting. 

What county staff described as “a robust 
discussion” on use of Measure Z funding will 
kick off 2024’s budget deliberations, on Jan.23. 

During the supervisors’ last meeting of 
the year, road improvements were identified 
as a priority spending item, potentially using 
Measure Z money. 

The county road fund’s balance is $8.4 
million in the red and the county is facing 
about $500 million worth of needed road re- 
pairs over the next decade. 

Standing against hate 

The year began with supervisors approv- 
ing a resolution condemning “acts of hate” 
and declaring — in all capital letters — that the 
county “STANDS UNITED AGAINST HATE.” 

The resolution noted troubling increases in 
“discrimination” and “hateful derogatory lan- 
guage and acts of hate” against various groups. 

Supervisors vowed to “combat divisiveness and 
acts of intolerance while enhancing and strength- 
ening communities of Humboldt County.” 

“The anti-hate” stance was re-affirmed 
later in the year with a follow-up resolution 
reacting to “an increase in discrimination, 
hateful derogatory language and acts of hate 
towards BIPOC, 2S/LGBTQIA+ identifying 
and religious communities, in the United 
States and in Humboldt County.” 

More recognition of the issues ensued in 
mid-June, when supervisors approved proc- 
lamations commemorating Juneteenth and 
Pride Month. 

The Juneteenth proclamation describes the 
holiday as “especially important for Humboldt 
County, as (the African-American) communi- 
ty makes up 1.5 percent of the population but 
have and continue to experience various forms 
of discrimination and inequity.” 

The Pride Month proclamation supports the 
“visibility, safety, dignity and equality” of the 
queer community. The proclamation notes social 
progress but also says “it is essential to acknowl- 
edge that the need for education and awareness re- 
mains vital to end discrimination and prejudice.” 


Housing: ‘Worse and worse’ 

2023 was a year of high housing prices, 
giving rise to a familiar term in the county’s 
recent history — “housing crisis.” 

Only a few new housing development proj- 
ects came before the county’s planning com- 
mission during the year but when they did, 
there was plenty of talk about housing strug- 
gles, particularly for renters. 

During a mid-November hearing on the 
county’s draft vacation rental ordinance, plan- 
ning commissioners had different takes on why 
there’s a shortage of housing. Conversion to 
vacation rentals was an explanation but a dra- 
matic drop in the rate of housing construction 
was cited as a reason by one commissioner. 

Whatever the reason, even commissioners 
themselves have experienced housing hardships. 

Commissioner Lonyx Landry said when he 
temporarily left Humboldt County during the 
pandemic and returned a year later, it took 
him nearly three months to find a rental. 

During a subdivision map extension hear- 
ing last May, Commissioner Brian Mitchell 
suggested increasing the subdivision’s densi- 
ty because “the housing crisis that we’ve been 
having is getting worse and worse.” 

Winds of change 

There’s a looming deadline of sorts for ad- 
dressing the housing crunch — Humboldt’s econ- 
omy has the potential to significantly expand. 

Humboldt State University’s transition to 
a polytechnic institution — Cal Poly Hum- 
boldt — makes it one of only three of its kind 
in California’s university system and a sharp 
enrollment increase is expected. 

On a broader and more long term level, the 
advent of offshore wind energy is, according to 
the county’s economic development director, a 
potential game-changer that could bring billions 
of dollars or revenue and thousands of jobs. 

Installation of wind turbines off Hum- 
boldt’s shore could take a decade to manifest 
but major port development will happen pri- 
or, perhaps starting in 2027. 

Crowley Wind Services LLC is partnering 
with the county’s harbor district on construc- 


tion of a jobs-creating wind energy marine 
terminal and supply/installation facility at 
a former Humboldt Bay pulp mill site now 
owned by the district. 

Offshore wind energy development isn’t 
guaranteed, as it hinges on supply chain sta- 
bility, transmission capacity upgrades and 
securing adequate power contracts. 

But if it does happen, the county could un- 
dergo a dramatic transformation. 

In an informational video, Rob Holmlund, 
the harbor district's development director, 
said Humboldt stands to be “a leader in ener- 
gy decarbonization, developing a vast diver- 
sity of jobs, redeveloping a blighted site and 
stimulating other projects around the bay.” 

Storms, salmon crash and reggae 

The year began with a series of strong storms 
that triggered a local emergency declaration. 

The storms brought down trees and pow- 
er lines, flooded roadways, caused mudslides 
and damaged homes. 

An economic disaster was declared state- 
wide after the 2023 commercial and recre- 
ational salmon fishing seasons were com- 
pletely shut down due to historically low 
abundance of key salmon stocks. 

On an upbeat note, a legendary music fes- 
tival — Reggae on the River — could return in 
2024 after a multi-year dormancy. 

Last May, the planning commission ap- 
proved a five-year permit extension for the 
three-day Southern Humboldt festival, which 
hasn’t been held since 2018. 

There was also positive news with last fall’s 
kick-off of a Cal Poly Humboldt-led effort to 
plan for “the region’s recovery from COVID-19 
and transition to a carbon-neutral economy.” 

The planning effort, known as Redwood 
Region RISE (which stands for Resilient In- 
clusive Sustainable Economy), is fueled by $5 
million in state funding. 

RISE’s goal is to “create thriving-wage op- 
portunities for workers in the region, while 
pursuing sustainable economic growth that 
aligns with California’s goals for a carbon 
neutral future.” 
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well over that goal. Adding to that the 
year-end gala and auction, the grand 
total raised by friends, community, 
alumni, and the world at large is an 
amazing $167,345. 

“We have simply been blown away 
by the love and support,” said Board 
Chair Pat Bitton. “Dell’Arte’s Leader- 
ship Council — Tony Fuemmeler, Julie 
Douglas, Alyssa Hughlett and Kimber- 
ley Haile — pulled out all the stops to 
remind the world of the treasure that 
Dell’Arte is — for Blue Lake, for Hum- 
boldt and for theater lovers everywhere.

It will be a 
slow process, but we are determined to 


joyfully celebrate our 50th Anniversary 
this summer.” 

Dell’Arte’s Winter Term of com- 
munity classes runs January through 
March. That will be followed by a se- 
ries of professional intensives and 
workshops and guest performances 
will commence with the new Papaya 
Lounge show at the end of January. 
Home Cookin’ and Appliances will 
play a concert in February, and there 
will be a new venture into the world of 
classical music with a series of Sunday 
concerts. The Baduwa’t Festival will be 
back in June as part of the 50th birth- 
day celebrations, thanks to returning 
alumni and some exciting new faces.

Six-story apartments 


If you want 6-story apartments in your 
neighborhood, then say nothing. 

The Gateway Area Plan started out as a 
gallant experiment. If Arcata made it easi- 
er for developers to build 5-, 6- and 7-story 
apartment buildings, would the increase in 
housing cause average rents to go down? If 
parking was limited to just one parking space 
for every four apartments, would people not 
own cars? If builders saved money because 
their projects were approved quickly, would 
they be convinced to spend those savings to 
benefit the community? 

The Gateway concepts were, from the be- 
ginning, intended for just one area of Arcata 
— 70 blocks west of K Street that’s most ripe 
for redevelopment. 

Arcata has four designated “infill opportu- 
nity zones” — Gateway, part of Valley West, 
north and south of the new 7-story Craftsman 
Mall dorms, and downtown including the 
Safeway shopping center. 

Many Gateway policies could be useful 
there. And some Gateway policies would be 
good on a city-wide basis: Better bike lanes, 
wider and safer sidewalks, the “encourage- 
ment” of affordable housing. 

David Loya, Arcata’s Community Develop- 
ment Director, has proposed something dif- 
ferent. Let's make Gateway into an “overlay 
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zone,” he told us. And then, when we want to 
use Gateway policies elsewhere in Arcata, we 
could just create an “overlay zone” there and, 
presto, we’d be done. Instant approval for 
5-, 6- and 7-story buildings. “If you put it in 
the General Plan, then it applies everywhere 
where there’s a trigger for it,” he said. 

Included in the draft General Plan is rezon- 
ing all of Bayview, Northtown, upper I and J 
streets, and Sunset neighborhoods. Parts of 
Sunny Brae. Spear/Alliance is a possibility. 

A new “overlay zone” can be created wher- 
ever a future City Council or Planning Com- 
mission wants. And the policies that were 
originally created for that very specific sec- 
tion of Arcata — the Gateway Area — would be 
applied in that new overlay zone too. 

As Mayor Meredith Matthews put it, “I feel 
like we’re so close to the end with this Gate- 
way Area Plan, I just want to sign it and start 
building some houses. And then, you know, 
we can talk about the rest of the General 
Plan.” 

(She said “houses” but she meant “hous- 
ing” — as there won't be any new houses built 
in the Gateway Area.) 

Yes, let’s complete the Gateway Area Plan 
— as it was designed and as it has been pre- 
sented to the public over these past two years. 


Let’s complete it. Let’s try it. Let’s see what 
new housing is built, and whether there are 
affordable rents and how the limited parking 
situation works out. Let’s see if the “Commu- 
nity Benefits” and the “Privately-Owned Pub- 
lic-Accessible Open Spaces” programs actual- 
ly create benefits and parklets for people. 
And in a few years, if we’re happy with how 
the Gateway Area Plan is turning out, we can 
amend the General Plan as required. If we 
want 5-, 6- and 7-story apartments spread 
out all over Arcata, we can do that then.

His office re- 
cently touted a $2 million grant to study how to co-opt the de- 
commissioning of the Potter Valley Project to steal water from 
the Eel River. Cynically referring to this proposal as a “two basin 
solution,” it’s clear Huffman is just catering to the rich interests 
of his Bay Area base.

impacts this century. Less than
